Some confusion has been caused by 
the recently published statement, in an- 
swer to an inquiry, that the bill to regu- 
late the taking up of animals at large 
had failed to pass the legislature. The 
bill was approved by the governor March 
7. and is now in effect 
The act makes 
it *'the duty of all road supervisors, up- 
on notice or information, to cause all 
horses, mules, cattle, sheep, goats or 
swine found running at large upon the 
roads, commons, or unclosed lands, 
within their respective districts, which 
are not authorized to run at large by or- 
der of the board of county commission- 
ers, as by law provided, to be impound- 
ed and await the proceedipgs had as re- 
quired by chapter 11 of the Revised 
Statutes of 1881. If any suoh road su- 
pervisor shall fail to perform such duty, 
he shall be fined not less than one nor

The Fort Wayne Jenny Electric Light 
Company Sues its Logansport 
Adjunct for That Amount. 


The Fort Wayne Electric Light com- 
pany through its attorneys. Chase and 
Fickle, have filed suit in the Cass Circuit 
court, at Logansport, against William 
Dolan, Peter W. Moore, James S. Wil- 
son, Jasper N. Booth, and Victor Seiter 
of the Jenny Electric Light and Poweri 
company of that city, to recover $20,000 
on fa promissory note and an account. 
In their complaint the plaintifb allege 
that Wm. Dolan of the Logansport Jen- 
ny company has been doing the business 
of receiving moneys and not accounting 
for the same as he should. They further 
allege that the said Wm. Dolan has had 
the property in that city fraudently 
mortgaged for the sum of 83.700 and 
that this mortgage is for more than the 
real indebtedness of the company. The 
plaintiffs have applied for a receiver and 
have succeeded in having a temporary 
restraining order issued. The case has 
excited considerable comment and the 
proceedings will be watched with interest. 
This suit, however, will not in any way 
effect the lighting of Logansport as a 
contract has lately been made between 
the company and the city, and if the 
plaintiffs are victorious a receiver will be 
appointed and the business will continue 
as it has been going on for the past year. 
The final hearing of the injunction suit 
will be held to-morrow. The case has 
been set for trial on the 22d inst. Judge 
John C. Nelson and D. C. Justice will 
appear for the defendants.

COMMUNICATION 
OF WATER 
WORKS 
TRUS- 
TEES. 


To His Honor the Mayor and Common Coun- 
cil. 
Since the last regular meeting of your hon- 
orable body, the 20-inch check valve at the 
pumping house broke and if It had not been 
for the reservoir the city would have been 
without water until repairs could have been 
made. This would 
not only have been a 
source of gi-eat Inconvenience to the con- 
sumers. but the damage cannot be estimated 
had a fire broken out at that time. 


The quadruplex engine in present use has 
been running night and day for seven years, 
which is equivalent to fourteen years of or- 
dinary Avear, The rate at which ^t is working 
is almost its full capacity. 
This, together 
with the length of time it has been running, 
must necessarily cause considerable wear and 
we do not think it prudent to rely upon it en- 
tirely much longer, and would suggest that a 
new Gasklll engine be purchased, to be used 
instead of the high pressure engine. 
With 
this engine a separate connecting pipe will be 
put in which will insure a supply of water 
should an accident occur to either engine. 
We would recommend that an engine with a 
capacity of six million gallons be purchased. 
This will cost about $15 000, together with the 
old high pressure engine. 


Your honerable body are contemplating a 
new pavement for Calhoun street and unfor- 
tunately a 6-inch main was laid on that street 
in accordance w.th a plan made by the con 
suiting engineer. 
This will soon be insuffi 
d e n t to lupply the demand and we would rec 
ommend that it be taken up and replaced by 
12-inch main before the improvement is made. 
We would like^vlse recommend that service 
connections be made every twenty feet where 
new pavement is to be laid so as to avo d the 
tearing up of the same after it i.s completed.

It not only strikes 
the quarters and houi^ but the minutes 
as well, sixty different symbolic figures 
performing the work. A night watch- 
man blows the hours of the night on his 
horn, a cock crows at sunrise, and a 
cuckoo appears in spring. 
There aro 
moving pictures, a bell innging sacristan 
who kneels and folds his hands, and flute 
toned musical works, besides other inter- 
Cftiog features.—Arkansaw Traveler. 


M e m o r a b l e Cmse o f *'Sattee.*' 


" Leaving Lahore day before yesterday 
afternoon, a ride of thirty-two miles 
brought us to this place, Amritsar, 
which name is a combination of Sanskrit 
words, meaning "fountain of immortal- 
ity." About halfway from Lahore we 
passed through the sniall town of Atari, 
the scene of one of the most memorable 
cases of "suttee" in the history of India. 
Its gray headed Sikli chief, Sham Singh, 
while proceeding against some Mohain- 
medan enemies of his faith, was sur- 
rounded by overpowering nmnbers, with 
no opi)ortunity for escape or prospect of 
assistance. 
Rather than submit, he 
clothed himself in pure white, to denote 
a devotion to his religion unto death, and 
placing himself at the head of his follow- 
ers, charged the enemy with great brav- 
ery, and was killed after performing 
many feats of personal gallantry. When 
the news was brought to his one and only 
wife, she hurriedly had her ftmeral pyre 
prepared, and, in the presence of the en- 
tire Sikli community, moimted it com- 
posedly and dehberately 
committed 
"suttee"—allowed herself to bum to 
death. 


Although suttee was frequently re- 
sorted to by the Hindoos, yet voluntary 
examples of it were excei^ngly rare. 
That thorough and beautiful love which 
would make a woman give up her 
earthly hfe for the possibihty of an im- 
mediate reunion with her husband does 
not seem to have been very common in 
India, for, as far as I can learn, but very 
few of the recorded cases of "suttee" 
were voluntary ones. The case men- 
tioned above is a well authenticated one, 
though; and the loving wife passed out 
of this world believing that her act would 
entitle her to the Hindoo promise of an 
immediate reunion in heaven with her 
husband, to last as many thousands of 
years as he had hairs on his body.—India 
Cor. Baltimore Sun. 


Bessemer's Steel Turrets. 


Sir Henry Bessemer has explained in 
The London Times a process by which 
steel forts and tiurets could be supphed 
for British coaling stations with extra- 
ordinary dispatch, and at a very moderate 
price. His plan is to cast the required fort 
in one piece. There is a simple gxandeur 
about tliis idea which strongly recom- 
mends it to the lay mind. Sn* Henry has a 
good deal to say in favor of his proposal. 
Suppose we want a fort with a curved face 
100 feet long, 16 feet high and 3 feet 
thick. K a mold made of bricks and 
lined with fire clay were made. Sir Henry 
states that sixteen hours would suffice for 
the casting of the fort in one solid piece 
of steel "weighing 900 tons, requiring no 
backing or superstructure for its support, 
and no expensive fitting together of its 
various parts, and having all its ports and 
loopholes formed in tlie required position 
by the act of casting."—Boston Globe. 


Catching; Monkeys in India. 


The natives have an ingenious way of 
catching monkeys, so simple that it may 
with truth be said that the monkey 
catches himself. A narrow mouthed jar 
is filled with corn, and ^accidentally, of 
course, left on the groimd. The ever 
watchful monkeys quickly take note of 
this, and no sooner is the owner of the 
jar out of sight than they steal up to in- 
spect and discuss their windfall. Having 
satisfied themselves that there is no trap, 
one of them thrusts in his arm and 
snatches a handful of com. He then 
finds that the mouth of the jar is too 
narrow to let him withdraw his doubled 
fist, but he never thinks of dropping the 
corn, and out rushes the owner from be- 
hind a tree and treacherously shps a 
noose around the victim's neck.—Mdia 
Cor.
